Marines Dropped 
4,000 in Effort to 
Improve Quality 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP).— 
The Marine Corps has pruned 
more than 4,000 marginal and 
unsuitable men from its ranks 
since last summer in an effort 
to improve its quality. 

Gen, Louls Wilson, Marine 
comunandant, credited a new 
“expeditious discharge program” 
for helping bring about a sharp 
drop in AWOLs and desertions. 

In a report to the Senste 
Armed Services Committee, Gen. 
Wilson said “unauthorized ab- 
sences” decreased by 28 fer cent 
and desertions by 34 per cent 
during the first five months of 
this fiscal year, compared with 
the corresponding period a year 
earlier. 

The Marine Corps ackrowledg- 
ed that the overall quality. of 
Marine recruits “fell helow the 
high level desired” during the 
last four years. 

“Inadequate emphasis was 
placed on the importance of re- 
cruiting high school graduates to 
maintain a quality force.” the 
report said. “Past errors have 
been recognized and corrected. 
‘The focus is now on quality.” 

The corps said it hes estab- 
lished 8 requirement that at least 
67 per cent of all recruits this 
year must be high school grad- 
uates. It said a 75-per-cent level 
is planned for the next fiscal 
year. 


US. Firm Bribed 
Alien Officials 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP)— 
GD. Searle & Co. an Illinois- 
based pharmaceutical company, 
said today that it paid more than 
$13 million to employees of for- 
eign governments in efforts to 
secure overseas business. 

The bribes, which Searle said 
brought in $11.5 million in reve- 
mues, were hidden in the com- 
pany’s financial statements as 
marketing expenses and were us- 
ed as tax deductions, saving the 
firm almost $84,000 in 1973-74, 
according to papers filed by Searle 
with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

There was no indication who 
received the payoffs or what 
countries were involved. Searle 
employees have been ordered to 
“refrain from any such payments 
in the future,” according to a 
company statement.

The Organization of African Unity summit 
opening Saturday has become the occasion 
for some welcome if still tentative diplo- 
matic initiatives by the leading foreign ac- 
tors in the Angolan civil war.

This would remove the so-far crippling con~ 
tradiction—its blind eye to South African 
intervention—in the U.S. protests against 
Soviet and Cuban intervention. The Post 
notes in this regard that President Ford, 
who had previously limited his outrage to 
“extracontinental” intervention, now is 
speaking out against “all outside interven- 
tion.” Then, though the signs are still some- 
what ambiguous, even the Soviet Union is

Chon En-lai was one of the more far- 
sighted statesmen of the 20th century. If 
the acute stage of the cold war from the 
late 1940s to the mid-1960s 1s now but 3 
memory, it is in part because of the role 
this great Chinese leader played in altering 
the ideological alignments that were at the 
core of the struggle. 

In the early 1960s, Chou was 8 central 
figare among those Chinese leaders who dar- 
ed to defy Soviet pressures and adopt a truly 
independent policy for Peking. Subsequentiy, 
along with Mao Tse-tung, he was the key 
Chinese in repairing the long-shattered Sino- 
American relationship. The world has hardly 
been-the same since Chou En-lai and Henty 
Kissinger first met and shook hands in Pe- 
king during that historic meeting in 1971 that 
opened the way to a new and betier—if still 
not entirely easy—inderstanding between 
the People’s Republic of China and the 
United States. / 

In the larger context of Chinese history 
since the 1920s, Chou is a giant figure second 


only to Mao. Of mandarin lineage, he was 
strongly affected from the outset of his 


career by resentment and anger at the utter: 


helplessness of his country in the early de- 
eades of this century. Seeking restoration 
of national dignity and strength, Chou and 
Mao both turned to the example of revolu- 


victory and instead to compromise with its 
Angolan rivals. But if the OAU comes out 


‘for ἃ cease-fire and ab end to all outside - 


intervention and a government of national 
unity, then there will be some chance for 
de-escaiation and a negotiated settlement. 
Left to themselves, the Angolans may still 
decide to continue their straggle. But the
